Its existence was known from the carliost 
periods of the Christian era, and was familiar 
to mon of letters. It was concealed from the 
world till 1844, when it was brought to light 
throngh tho efforts of Dr. Constantino Tis. 
chendoiff, Through vanous authentio agen- 
cies a transcript was obtained from the Vati- 
can. ‘Che original was so old and defaced that 
a magnifying glass had to be used in trans- 
orib'ng it by Father Freelinhusen, a monk of 
great loarning,at Rome, and o custodian of 
the Vatican, who furnised the following certi- 
ficate : 

“Room, Italy, April 26, 1859. y 

“I hereby forward you the transcript, as it 
ison record in the Vatican, in Tiberius Owsar's 
court by Pilate, I cortify this to bea true 
copy, word by word, as it ocours there, 

Perer Fae suiwavaen. 

‘Tho genuinenoss of tho report is proved by 
the published testimony of the apostolic fathers 
and early defenders of Christianity. 

Pontius Rilate, in his letter to the Emporor, 
anys: F 

one day in passing by the place of Biloe, 
where there was @ great concourse of people, I 
observed in the midst of the group a young 
man, who was leaning against a troo, calmly 
addressing the multitude. I was told it was 
Josua. Thia I could easily have auepected, so 
groat was tho difference between him and thovo 
whe wore listening to him, His golddn- 
coloured hair and beard gave to his appearance 
a colestial aspect. Hu appeared to be about 
thirty yenrs of ago. Novor havo 1 soon a 
swoolor or more serene countenance, What a 
contrast botweon him nnd his hearers, with 
their black beards and tawny comploxions.” 

Futhor on in his roport, Pilate ways :— 

“T wrote to Jouas, requesting an interview 
with him. You know thatin my veins flows 
tho Spanish mixod with the Roman blood, as 
incapable of fear ax of pettrile omotion, Whon 
tho Nazarone mado his appoarance, I was walk: | 
ing in my bastilie,and my foot »eomod fastonod 
with an iron hand to the marble pavement, 
and I tromblod in every limb aa a guilty cul 
prit, though he was calm—tho Nasareno, calm 
au innocence.

now being established in various parts of 
the country. It is reported that Brook- 
ville has secured the car-worke of the Can 
ada Pygific Railway; Kingston, Napanee 
acd the wilJage of Campbellford are favored 
with new manvpfastpying industries, and 
Peterboro’, in addition tg the Auburn 
Woollen Mills, nosy employing 114 hands, 
has, at the Jast meeting of its Conncil, ap 
pointed a committee to consider the best 
means of securing other manufactures. 
The lumber trade which, up to a few yeare 
ago, was a great benefit to ue, 18 virtually 
at au end, our City Council, it its wisdom, 
haviog driven Messrs. Rathbun & Sons 
from tke plage, gnd paid them a bonus for 
abandoniog the mill og the jaland. 

it w true we have a good ggrioujtoral 
couptry around us, but we must not place 
dependence on it slouefor the support of a 
city the size of Belleville. The Grand 
Junction K.R., by its facilities for freight- 
ing £9 and from Madoo, Stirling, and other 
places,hus virtually cut off the trade of the 
nortliern part of the pounty, and built up 
these villages at the expenso of pur city. 
The questions asked by many of our oiti- 
zens are, “What is the Committee ap- 
pointed by our Council doing? Are they 
asleop while other towns and villages are 
securing the advantages of capital and in- 
dustry y is there a lack of brains and 
business ability jp our Council?"

“Gils” Experience with the Fleod, she

Omaua, April 23. 

Dean Sin,—I left Chicago on Wednos- 
day tho 20th for this place, by the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railway. On account 
of the floods we were obliged to run to the 
Mississippi River on the track of the C. Q. 
B. This 
Illinois, the Mississippi being the boundary 
line between that State and Iowa, Most 
of the country that we passed through in 
Illinois I found to be level; so much se 
that large rections of it were covered with 
water. When we reached Rock River wo 
found that tho flood had  bad- 
ly encroached on the embankment, mak- 
ing it dangerous to move at more than a 
snail's pace, ‘The river had overflowed its 
banks and was about two miles wide. We 
also passed through lakes caused by the 
overflow of small stroams w! ho ballast 
was washed out and the ties were support- 
od by stone abutments. We managed to 
crawl over those in safoty, but I did not 
feel very comfortable, as we were liable to 
be thrown into the water. I founa the 
land in Iowa far botter, it being rolling 
prairie, and mostly dry, beautiful looking 
land. I consider it a far better State for 
farming purpose than Illinois, the land be- 
ing fur drior and equally as rich.

Accompanying this report 1 submit a 
plun showing the soundings taken. Upon 
inspection it will be soon that the depth of 
water in the chanpel which bas beon ox- 
cavated, from the syutherly limit of water 
Lot 11 upwards, a distance of about 860 
teet, is not sufiicient, excepting & short dis- 
tance opposite Lot 14, for a distance of 
about 20 or 80 feet, and this obstruction it 
caused by flat rock, the cbannel is both 
narrow aud crooked, ing only about 50 
feet wide and close in {5 ihe shore or whart 
opposite the southerly Jimit of Lot 10. 
There are several large boulders exposed to 
view, which could be broken up with dyna- 
mito, A sunken plier neur the Island I 
consider sufliciontily out of the course of 
the proposed channel as not in any way to 
seriously encroach upon it, 

A bar is also situated along tho Island 
some little distanco below Wharf Street, 
but as st does not come within te limit of 
n clunnel 150 feet wide, I consider jp un- 
nocessary to interfere with it at present, 

‘Phe sit or matorial oyerlying the rock 
is composed pbilefly of coarse gravel, vary- 
ing from a few inchps po § feet in depth, 

The rock to be removed extonds gbout 
500 feet southerly from the upper end ot 
the slip, and will average about 1 foot io 
depth, I propose to break it up with 
charges of ylypprine, placed on the rock 
(vo drilling will bo reqy)ped), and the debris 
removed by the dredge, 

‘To excavate a chunvel in the silt or 
gravel 100 leet wide (the width of tho 
channol ut the narrowest place betweon the 
Island aud the wharves) so ug to give 5 
feet 4 inches of water, or to the rock where 
ut will crop up within that deptn, will re- 
quire the removal of 2,844 oub, yds., and 
to make a channel in the rock 100 feet 
wide, giving a depth of 5 fect 4 inches, 
TL estimate the qaantity to be removed at 
1,600 cub. yds. Tbe probable cost of the 
former I estimate at $1,500, and of the 
latter $8,500, raking a total of $5,000,” 

We hayeegarpined the excellent chart 
accompanying the ghoys report. The 
soundings marked show that for» distance 
of About five Lundred feet from the slip 
at the foot of Dunias-st, in a southerly 
direction, there is not a suMAeiant depth ot 
water to allow tho ferry bout to approach 
the landing when loaded. Mr. Evans 
points out that the bottom bere is pom- 
posed of rock and silt, the latter overlying 
the rock, being composed chiefly of coarae 
grayel, upd varying from a few inches to 
three feet in depth, This is found noar 
the end of the inwide or pustera pier, op- 
posite lots 11, 12 and 19, and fowards the 
island. The reck, which averages about 
ou footio thickness, is shaly and oasily 
broken up with charges of oclycerine, as 
menijoned by Mr. Evans. The estimated 
cost of the work required to place the 
channel in a gondjlign to answer all ferry 
parposes is $5,000. This ig @ gonsiderable 
sum to spend at present, in view of exist. 
ing foances, but Ald. Jollott tells us he 
can save $7,000 in traming his ostimates 
for the carrent fiscal your, as compared 
with lastyear, If he succeeds, wo may be 
in s posilion to undertake the work next 
yoar, und in the moantioe let the ferry 
landing remain where it is now. The 
Bushy Island scheme would cost as much, 
it not moyetjan the one ander discussion, 
and there can beng gomparison betweon 
the two, so fur as the publia gogommoda- 
tion is concerned.

An Interesting Letter Describing His 
Last Iiness—Touching Scene. 


At the close of the services in the Me- 
tropolitan church, Toronto, on Sanday 
night.

Potts read it, Dr. Panshon, in company 
with Mr. Johnson, was on a Coptinental 
tour, their intention being to visit Rome 
and the different points of interest in Italy 
and other countrice. While in Genoa, 
Mr. Johneon left him for a few days, but 
received a telegram to come back im- 
mediately, as Dr. Punshon was foeling 
very ill. He returned at once and found 
tho great divine in a serious condition, 
suffering from ailments which were of a 
seriously complicated nature. He, how- 
over, recovered sufficiently in a fow 
days to warrant his return to his native 
Jand, and by slow trains and short stages 
of travelling they at last roachod London. 
The day alter their arrival he was able to 
come down stairs, but the next day ard 
thoreafter he was conflocd to bis bed. Mr. 
Johnson rarely left his bed-side, but the 
time was rapidly approaching when he was 
to sail for Canada, Often Dr. Punshon 
would request Mr. Johnson to pray with 
him for sustaining grace in the hour of 
death, for ho was sure, he enid, that the 
end was rapidly approaching, When the 
day arrived for tho ship's sailing, and Mr. 
Johnson had} waited for the last train that 
would conyoy him to Liverpool in the hope 
that o change for tho better might take 

Jace, he was at last obliged to bid his 
rother-in-arms good-bye, Said Dr, Pan- 
shon, as he shook Mr. Jobnson by the 
hand, and with tears standing in his eyes, 
* We shall meet,” and he raised his eyes 
Heayonward. Mr. Johnson reached Liver- 
pool just in time to board the tender that

“ACROSS THE ATLANTIC.” 


Our Emigrant Vessels Floating Sinks 
of Iniquity—Miss O’Brien’s Reve- 
Jations—The Question tobe Inyesti- 
gated by Parliament. 


Miss Charlotte G. O'Brien, daughter of 
Smith O'Brien, of ‘Young Ireland fame,” 
sends to the Vall Mall Gazette a letter en- 
titled Horrors of an Emigrant Ship,’ 
which creates a profound sensation, and 
will bo the subject ofa question in tho 
House of Commons by Mr. O'Donnell. 
Miss O'Brien visited Queenstown in order 
to examina the mode of life of emigrants 
onju steamer, which vessel, however, she 
does not name. Tho following are the 
main points: “Itis unnecessary to say 
that wherever the foot of wealth trod in 
this ship all was gold and silver, shinning 
brass, cleanliness, comfort and decency. 
We had come on board , however, to 
seo the emigrants,and wo were determined 
to seo their quarters first. When 
we saw the quarters of the single men, 
descriptions of slaye ships flashed across 
me. Below this placé our guide showed 
us a deen hole, saying, “I could not tako 
you down thero,it is much worse than 
what you see :" but my business was with 
the women's quarters, and we went thero, 
Between two deoks, bettor lighted than 
the women's quarters, was a large spaco 
open from one sido of the ship to tho other, 
Irom oithor side of a long central walk to 
the outer walks of the ship were slung 
three enormous hammocks, one susponded 
about three feet irom the floor, What 
was going on in the two other hammocks 
above I could not soo, but I presume they 
were tho same as those below, I suppose 
each of theso hammocks would carry 
about 100 persons, They were made of 
sail cloth, and being suspended all around 


from hooks wero perfectly flat, Narrow 
strips of sailcloth divided this great bed 
into berths. These strips of cloth, whon 
tho mattrassos were out, formed divisions |

FISHERY REGULATIONS, 


Tt is not very long ago when whitefish 
swarmed in Lake Ontario, and daring 
spawning time could bo literally seoupod 
out of the water. Tho demand for this 
excellent fish seemed to increase with the 
supply, and almost fabulous numbers were 
hauled ashoro by seinos, nots and other 
contrivances. No regard was paid to the 
Preservation of the fishing grounds, and 
eoncerted action was taken to secure as 
manny as possible of the fish during the 
Spawning season. Tho consequence was 
that after # fow years of such sonsoloes 
Proceedings the fish wore driven from their 
favorite resorts, and were caught in limited 
numbers. Fishermen, instead of making 
big bauls near shore and in shallow water, 
had to construct the finest kind of gill-nets, 
¢quip them thoroughly, and seck tho finy- 
tribe sometimes miles from shore. This 
Hecessitated additional exponso, and ox- 
posed the fishermen to much greater dan- 
ger» Moro recently provisions have been 
made by Government for the preservation 
and improvement of our fisheries, and very 
stringent laws have been enacted for this 
purpose. Tho result already has been 
highly gratifying, as tho protection afford- 
ed the femalo fish when dopositing thoir 
oye ensures 6 rapid rooltiplication, and a

CITY MISSIONS. 


First Report of Belleville City Mission 
Works, Read in St. Andrew's Pres- 
byterlan Church, on Tuesday May 
17th, 1981. 


City Mission Work has oconpiod my 
mind for about 10 years, so much so that 
wherever I was stationed I did this work, 
moro or les#, a8 far as time would allow 
me; namely, going from honse to louse 
irrespective of denominational differences ; 
and labouring thus I felt God's blessings 
resting upon me. Inever had a shadow 
of n doubt that a good work could be done 
in that way, and I Lad the impression that 
in due time God would open my way to 
be fully engaged in it. I waited patently, 
praying that he would in the meantime 
prepare and qualify me for the discharge 
of a duty so great and important, and that 
he would give me the willingness to con- 
secrate myself to the work whenever 
called to do it. 

Io May 1880, while calling on the Rey, 
M. W. MeLean, our conversation led to 
tii eubject of City Mission works, namely, 
visiting from house to house, spreading 
tracts, personal conversation on the subject 
of Religion, and ivdividual application 


thereto. We were of one mind as to the! 


working of auch o Mission, and to the 
great and final benefit as its results. 
Having never opened my mind freely to 
others on the subject, and not knowing 
tho Jeeling of nuy one particularly, 1 felt 
very nuch encouraged by this conversation, 
and fronr that time I believed G-d would, 
according to his own pleasure, open my 
way. I began to muke City Mission work 
more than over 4 suljoct of meditation and 
prayer, and the more I tliought upon ite 
greatness and its importance, the moro I 
realized the assurance of the Ulessod 
results which wonld fl .w from it. As wy 
charge in thu bi... Curistian Chureh in 
this city was small, culside work was 
needed, and building up was necessary. 
I found here a great field of usefulness. bo- 
fore me, and I conll occupy ail my 
spore time vibiliog, especially hou- 
chureh goers. Every day I was 
Jed to visit South Belleville, the neighbor- 
hood of South John, Wharf and Charch 
Streets. Going throngh these streets 
spreading tracts for tho first time, a great 
many boys and girls followed, and their 
little voices like so many birds could be 
heard "Give me seme tracts.’ Tuey took 
tho tracts from house to honse, doing their 
work gladly as could be seen by their 
glittering oyes and by their joyful hearts. 
Thus the Lord opened the way, and wher- 
ever I went the poople reecived we kindly, 
and accepted the tracts choorfallys 

In the meantime tho matter of this City 


Mission work hod been spoken of by 
the members of the Alliance ; its 
necessity had Leen felt, and, the 
good results that would flow tron 


it had not beeu doubted. At last, ia the 
wonth of June lust year, the matter was 
officially spoken of, nud as I was from 
home, [received u letter that the brethren 
were wishing mo to engage in it, At the 
same time they would allow ime to keep 
my charge as tho Minister of the Bible 
Christian Church. When I received this 
letter, I felt thanktul to God for the con- 
fidence the brethren placed in me. How- 
over, I did not see my way cloar to under- 
take it,knowing that while I ho!d a charge 
in connection with one particular branch 
of the church, itcould not answor the pur- 
pose, namely ; laboring at the same time 
in tho interest of a non-denominational 
City Mission I felt also that the 
confidence the Alliance placod in me, to do 
justice to the work, and at the samo timo 
having charge of s separate congregation,

On the 2lst day of Fobruary, baving 
receivod the endorsemont of the city min= 
isters, and after informing the Rev. Father 
Farrelly of the object.of my labors in the 
city, and inspired by the good will and 
sympathy ot the Evangelical Alliance and 
others, I began to give my whole time to 
this work, My way was thas opened, aud 
depending upon God for guidance, I pro- 
ceeded in a more systomatical way. 

1 began at tho city limits, cast of the 
Kingston Road. Frem thence westward 
to Church Street; from Qhurch Street 
north to Bridge Street; from Bridge Street 
IT took all the streets south as far ans 
Bleecker Avenue; from thence to the G. 
T. Station, visiting from house to house, 

My visita are generally brief, except ov 
spreial occasions of sieknosa, to enquirers 
of religion, or other similar circuinstanoes, 
My conversation is based on tho sub— 
ject of religion, espociaily, and is 
directed by personal application to the 
wants of these with whom I come in, con- 
tact, trying to show the beauty ot religion, 
and tho benefit of loving and serving God 
fally. Ihave tried by the help of God to 
urge by love persons not acquainted with 
God, to become acquainted with him 
through Christ the sinner's friend,and prove 
his love and mercy. Doing this I Lave 
tried to watch favorable opportunities, I 
keop a record of families i visit, the church

The paper isa gift from the Na ance 
Paper Mills, for the work of God, and 
cause, which I received with thankfulness. 
‘The printing is done here. I started with 
astock of 12,000 of these tracts besides 
others whieh 1 received from the Tract 
Society, and from Miss Billbrongh, and 
others interesied in this City Mission 
Work, Several thousands of tracts hav® 
been given out. 

T have attondod three times every week 
regularly until the 15th day of March in the 
Council Chamber to receive parcels for the 
Home for the Friondless, and to give poor 
persons employ who were willing to work 
for their living. This effort has beon a 
fuccess in some measure, but I am sorry 
to ray that not more have been euployed. 
While 1 bad the names of those who said 
they were seeking work, and some of them 
by all sppearance were willing to toil for 
their familios support, only a fow came to 
employ them, 

lam certain that if the public would 
encourage this method, and would work 
with me in this or in a similar way tbat 
muy be proposed, much money could te 
saved, idleness would be discouraged and 
the deserving poor could be wasily helped 
by helping themselves. 

Pubtic religious services Laye been hLeid 
and a meeting at Bethel Hull was arran~ 
ged om Saturday evenings, especially to 
ruach passersby. ‘Tbe ul! way givon treo 
of any charge by Mr. Haines, At prosent 
wo occupy tho ball over Mr. Nathan 
Joues’, which Mr. Jones’ lus kindly gran 
ted without any charge until the 20ch of 
this month.

the socond will be transformed into a 
storo-room for sash, doors, blinds mould- 
ings, otd,, which will be kept constantly 
en hand by the firm for sale, Tho shed 
has three large sliding doors on either 
sido, and at tho southern ond another 
door for taking in and delivering hoavy 
freight, as immodintoly within this on- 
trance is a large “hoist,” which is very 
convenient for loading and unloading 
freight of this disoription. The doors aro 
so arranged as to admit of a horse and 
truck passing through the building or 
round it. Tho oxterior of the structuro 
has been painted a dark brown, and 
thy offices and waiting-room will {likewise 

e fitted up with a taste and 
completeness for which the Mossra. Rath- 
bun aro noted. 

The yard bas been levelled, the dock 
filled in with ballast, and a sidewalk built 
trom the water's edge to Front Streot, 
along which is a stand for carriages and

THE HARD COAL TAX, 


A Rumor of its Abolition by Order-in- 
Council.—A Measure That Is Better 
Late Than Neyer, but Dealers Think 
the News too Good tobe True. 


It was reported in well-informed circlos 
in this city Inet night that the Govern- 
naent intended to abolish, by an order-in~- 
council, the taxon hard coal. The daty 
is filty cents a ton. It was further stated 
that inquiries have been instituted in the 
States by the Government in regard to tho 
matter,and a report on which the ramored 
chiange is to bo based is now before thom, 

A reportor interviewed a prominent coal 
merchant late in the evening. Ho said ho 
had heard nothing abont it, and gave it as 
his opinion that the Government could not 
abolish the duty by order-in-council—that 
it would have to bo done by act of parlia- 
ment. Hoe stated that the late acting 
collector at this port was his authority for 
this opinion,

A RUSSIAN LEGEND, 

A very interesting work by M. Keeohlin- 
Schwartz, entitled * Un Vouristo an Cau- 
cago’ —" A ‘Vouribt in the Oaucusus'’—bas 
just been published.

In a certain litle town in Russia there 
lived two neighbors who were great friends;

skqoND REPORT. 

Those arriving from the city from every 
direction crowded ardund anxious to seo if 
any of their relationg wero on board. About 
ono thousand familiés were represonted or 
the excursion, and the wail of anguish that 
arose at the sight of the victims was heart 
rending. Fathers, mothers, brothers affd 
sisters rushed about panio-striken, endea- 
voring to identify their fnends, By soven 
o'clock eighty bodies were recovered from 
under tho wreck, where the water is 
said to be about twelve foct deep. 
Almost every mihute some poor yiotim 
was brought to the surface and conveyed 
in strong and willing arms to the bank. 
The steamer Princess Louise was early 
brought to the spot and the victims laid on 
tho upper deck, Fires were lit on the 
bank overlooking the river, 
and tar were brought qnd 
continued into the night, } 

Up to tho present hou}—ten o’clock— 
about 150 corpses haye been eecured. All 
is confusion at the present moment. The 
landing at the foot of Dundas Street is 
now crowded with peopls, all waiting with 
breathless excitement for the arrival of the 
steamer /’rintess with the bodies. 

The cause Of the accident is said to be 
great carelessness. ‘The boat appeared to 
be over~crowded to an alarming extent. 
Tho manager was expostulated with by 
several at tho Spring Bank and urged 
not to let the boat go out in 
such an over-crowded condition. He

Brantronp,May 27.—At five o'clock this 
evening « firo broke out in W. & J. Harri- 
son's plawing and sash factory in the East 
Ward.
